Taxes 


By CHARLES P. BURGESS 

I strive to use accurate figures 
in this column. It was therefore 
embarrassing to find that in my 
comparison of assessed valuation 
per capita in Menlo Park and San 
Francisco last week, the figures 
should have been $1600 for San 
Francisco and $1000 for Menlo 
| Park instead of $2400 for San 
Francisco. (I had used a figure 
for San Francisco’s assessed valu- 
ation which without my knowledge 
included “solvent credits,” which 
are taxed at only a nominal rate.) 

Even so, San Francisco can sup- 
ply $16 worth of services per cit- 
izen on a tax rate that would 
| Yaise only $10 per citizen in Menlo 
Park. 

Another factor which can 
mean a high level of services on 
a minimum tax rate in San Fran- 
ciscg is the low ratio of school 
age population to total popula- 
tion. In San Francisco in 1953 
only 72,778 persons out of 783,- 
700 were enrolled in public el- 
tmentary and high schools, a ra- 
tio of 9.3 per cent. 


In contrast, San Mateo county 
| had 55,766 enrolled out of a popu- 
| lation of 279,500, or 20 per cent. 
in terms of assessed valuation 
| behind each student enrolled, San 
Francisco had $17,000 against only 
| $8000 for San Mateo county. I 
don’t have the figures for Menlo 
Park, but they would not be a 
great deal better than for the 
county as a whole. 

What must we do to improve 
our tax base? Is it necessary that 
we improve it? The second ques- 
tion depends in part on the an-

But you benefit only if you are 
willing to water. 

All newly planted material re- 
quires almost daily watering and 
cultivation until it “takes” and 
begins to send out new feeding 
roots. This care may extend from 
two weeks to four, depending on 
the plant, weather, soil and loving 
care. | 
Then all except native shrubs’ 
will need one or two heavy soak- | 
ing a week until the rains start. 
NOT EYE-CATCHERS 

The plants on sale are not eye- 
catching ones, for they are mostly 
spring-blooming types, but they 
offer handsome foliage for the 
summer. Camellias, rhododen- 
drons, weigelia, daphne, to men-! 
tion a few. As these are expensive 
plants when they are in bloom, 
this really is the time to buy a 
large size. | 

Another bargain is fruit trees. 

The bare root whips from last 
winter are now in gallon cans, 
in full leaf, and some with 
fruit. 

They cost no more than the 
whips did, and if planted now. 
will put you a whole year ahead 
in terms of size and fruiting. 

The nurseries are also glad to 
sell these, for if kept another 
year they become pot bound and 
must be destroyed. Once again it 
means faithful watering if you 
want to keep alive this value in 
price and growth. 

Fall blooming perennials are al- 
so cheaper now than they will be 
in a month when their size_in- 
creases and they are full of buds. 

This includes chrysanthemums, 
daisies, begonias, columbine, cy- 
clamen, to mention my favorites. 
You also benefit by having a larg- 
er clump or tuber when next 
spring comes—really a good in- 
vestment with big dividends. { 


GARDEN CALENDAR 
WEEK OF JUNE 10 

Fruit trees need two more all- 
purpose sprays, one now and one 
in July. 

Because of the mild winter, 
this seems to be a great year 
for bugs, but not for diseases, 
as there has not been enough 
water to produce susceptible 
new growth. 

However, pear trees need to be 
watched for fire blight—a_ black- 
ening and_ shriveling of tip 
growth. This must be cut out im- 
mediately, or it travels down the

|Local Architect Says: 


Architect's Fees for School 


Jobs Hold Many Hidden Costs 


Menlo Park Architect Peter 
Kump, taking note of the fact 
that some lay critics of school 
construction costs have cited 
architect’s fees as a place where 
economies theoretically can be 
effected, has summarized _ the 
architect’s point of view and de- 
fended the present eight per cent 
figure charged by designers of 
schools. 

Kump’s summary, in the form 
of a written brief, has been pre- 
pared, according to its author, 
after careful analysis of his own 
operating figures and expenses 
and those of other architects. 

The fact that architects get 
eight per cent of the cost of con- 
struction of any school building 
which they design has periodical- 
ly, come under scrutiny, chiefly 
from citizens’ groups. 

Faced with the certainty that 
more schools will be needed in 
the area in future years, sug- 
gestions have been made from 
time to time that a “uniform 
design” be used; that all struc- 
tures be built from the same set 
of plans, and that other short- 
cuts be taken. 

To these, Kump observes: 

“There is much lack of infor- 
mation as to the services per- 
formed for public authorities by 
architects. 

“Some of the many and com- 
plex services derived from the 
traditional scope of the architect 
in best serving owners of all types 
of building. A number are added 
by the requirements of law, mak- 
ing the design of public schools 
one of the most demanding and 
challenging of all tasks placed 
before architects.”

In a strongly-worded letter to 


the Menlo Park candidate, Tormey 


recalled that, in recent weeks, Ad- 
miral Wheeler has criticized his- 


tory books used in the area, in 


both campaign statements and on 
a television panel, on ‘the basis 
that they do not “sell the Ameri- 


can Way of Life” with sufficient 
strength. 


“I am sure we can count on 
you presenting your objections 
to Roy Simpson, the state sup- 
erintendent of education,” Tor- 
mey’s letter states. “It would 
seem that any citizen bringing 
such charges has an obligation 
to bring them to the attention 
of the proper authorities.” 

In his letter, Tormey points out 
that state textbooks are required 
to be used in the county; if any 
public school agency in the state 
refuses to use them, state appor- 
tionments of financial support are 
automatically withheld. 

Supplementary texts may be 
used, however, the letter observes. 

In San Mateo county, such sup- 
plementary texts are reviewed by 
a textbook evaluation committee, 
composed of representatives of 
the South San Francisco Elemen- 
tary School District, San Mateo 
(city) Elementary School District, 
Burlingame School District, San 
Bruno School District, Redwood 
City School District, Menlo Park 
School District and the county 
school department, the letter con- 
tinues. 

LAY DELEGATES 

In addition, Tormey states, the 
evaluation committee includes del- 
egates from the 17th district, Cali- 
fornia Congress of Parents and 
Teachers and the American Asso- 
ciation of University women. 

Meanwhile, the study of period- 
icals which is pending will be con- 
cerned with determining whether 
or not such documents are pre- 
pared by editors or writers whose 
loyalty has ever been questioned. 

Such publications came under 
scrutiny during the campaign 
here when Admiral Wheeler, 
though rot setting up a .ques- 
tion of present “Red” influence, 
observed that one of the editors 
of Scholastic publications had 
once been named as a member 
of the editorial advisory board 
of an asserted “red front” pub- 
lication. 

The assertion was contained in 
a 1948 state senate interim report: 
it was denied in the form of let- 
ters from the Velde (US house of 
representatives Un-American Ac- 
tivities) committee and other pub- 
lications. 


HEARING SET 

A public hearing July 12 was 
set by Menlg Park planning com- 
missioners on the request of Mrs. 
Ann Sobrato for rezoning of her 
property on Noel drive now occu- 
pied by a medical building. The 
building, now operating under a 
conditional use permit, is located 
in an apartment zone, and Mrs. So- 
brato requested that the parcel be 
rezoned to C-1-A to conform with 
the existing use. 


“3, The construction phase, in 
which bids are let, the contract 
and the construction administer- 
ed and supervised.” 

The demands on the architect 
increase, Kump observes, with 
the number of public agencies in- 
volved in the construction. For 
instance, when state loans are 
involved in financing the con- 
struction, state departments of 
finance and education must be 
consulted before any work can be 
done. 

And whether or not such 
“outside” agencies are inter- 
ested in any given school, the 
architect must be conversant 
with quite a large volume of 
legal and construction publica- 
tions, in order to conform to 
the exacting demands of school 
construction. 

These include local building 
codes, the Field act, the Califor- 
nia administrative code, the state 
education code, the state’s uni- 
form building code, the rules and 
regulations of the state fire mar- 
shal, the requirements of the na- 
tional board of fire underwriters, 
local health codes, local zoning 
codes and other’ documents, ac- 
cording to Kump. 

No violations of any of these 
codes can appear in the school 
plans, in spite of the faet that 
many conflicts occur in the. sev- 
eral laws. 

COSTS HIGH, TOO ‘ 

Even so, it has been .argued, 
the architect’s share is pretty 
high. However, not much of .the 
eight percent figure gets into his 
pockets. According to Kump: 

“Experience shows that 25 per 
cent of the architect’s services 
are furnished in the preparation 
of preliminary drawings and esti- 
mates. This consumes’ consider- 
able time, on the part of the 
architect and his staff: 

“Preparation of work drawings, 
specifications and contract docu- 
ments accounts for approximately 
55 per cent of the architect’s fee. 
In it must be»figured the cost 
of various engineering consult- 
ants, highly-paid professional 
draftsmen and other specialists. 

“The remaining 20 per. cent 
of the architect’s fee is earned 
in the supervision of construc- 
tion. The time consumed in this 
part of the work is dependent 
in large part on the speed with 
which the contractor is work- 
ing; the architect and his staff 
must be available at all times 
to furnish information and to 
check the work as it progresses.” 
Because most _ architectural 
firms are relatively small, they 
do not have. their own specialists 
or consultants such as mechanical 
engineers, electrical engineers or 
structural engineers. Hence, these 
men must be hired by the archi- 
tect and their salaries, too come 
out of the standard fee. 

From experience, Kump _ ob- 
serves he has found that of the 
eight per cent, 1.25 goes for me- 
chanical and electrical engineer- 
ing services; 1.5 per cent goes for 
structural engineering; 2.25 per 
cent goes for drafting and con- 
struction supervision and pay- 
rolls; 1.5 per cent goes for “over- 
head’”—rent, telephone, supplies, 
blueprinting. and other services 
and supplies and the salaries of 
firm members, the costs of. con- 
tingencies, taxes and profit—if 
any—must be taken out of the re- 
maining 1.75 per cent. 
COMPARISON 

Comparing the fees paid archi- 
tects and those paid contractors 
Kump observes that a successful 
contractor receives between 6 and 
10 per cent of the total construc- 
tion cost as his net profit, after 
all costs and his own salary have 
been paid. 

“A recent anonymous survey 
among architects revealed that 
the gross profit on school projects 
was 1.7 per cent of the total con- 
struction cost. Again it must be 
pointed out that this profit must 
pay the salaries of the principals, 
contingencies, and other costs of 
doing business.” 

And meanwhile, Kump _  con- 
cludes, the laws governing con- 
struction of school buildings have 
been so written as to require the 
greatest detail in drawing and 
engineering; the architect is held 
to the highest possible standards 
by an airtight legal responsibility 
for the success of the work.

This recipe for mock raviolis, 
made in three parts, serves about 
12 persons, depending upon what 
is served with it. 


MOCK RAVIOLIS 

Part I—Fry in olive oil (ordin- 
ary cooking oil just won’t taste 
right) 2 medium onions and 2 
cloves of garlic, chopped. Use a 
“Dutch” oven for this-part of the 
recipe. Add 1 lb. ground round 
steak, 1 cup of tomato sauce, 1 can 
tomato paste, 1 medium-sized can 
mushrooms, 14% cups of water, 
salt and pepper to taste and 1 tea- 
spoon Italian herbs. Edna Morey 
says that she takes rosemary, 
thyme and marjoram and fills a 
teaspoon. 

This mixture is simmered for 
about 2 hours. 


Part 11—Drain and chop 1 large 
can of spinach, saving some of the 
juice. (Mrs. Morey’says that some 
of those to whom she has passed 
the recipe used fresh or frozen 
spinach sometimes—it takes about 
2 packages of frozen — but she 
sticks to the canned because the 
proportions work out easier.) 

Add % cup of parsley, 1 cup 
beard crumbs, 1 clove of mashed 
garlic, % cup nippy grated cheese, 
1 teaspoon salt, 1 teaspoon sage, 
% cup olive oil, dnd 4 eggs, well 
beaten. In regard to the amounts 
of cheese and sage, this is accord- 
ing to taste. Mrs; Morey prefers 
less sage than called for in the re- 
cipe. : 

These . ingredients :should be 
well mixéd. Mrs. Morey cooks’ hers 
in her electric roasting oven and 
puts it right in at-this point of the 
preparation, “greasing” it with ol- 
ive oil. : 

Part II—Cook in salted boiling 
water until tender, 1 lb, of butter- 
fly macaroni and‘then mix togeth- 
er with parts I and IF. Sprinkle 
top with cheese and bake for one- 
half hour, cover on for part:of ‘the 
time and then with the: cover : off 
so that it will brown. % ,
